) Apparently there were three 
distinct storms, one driving 
northeastward into Illinois and dy- 
ing out on the shores of Lake 
Michigan just north of Chicago, one 
striking in Georgia and Alabama 
and another striking in Indiana and 
passing into Ohio and Michigan.

ILLINOIS HARD AIT 
BY DEADLY TWSTER. 


Chicago, March 28.—At least twen- 
ty-eight dead, hundreds of injured 
and a property loss of several mil- 
lion dollars were left in the wake 
of a tornado that swept northeast- 
ern Illinois and portions of Indiana, 
Missouri and Wisconsin today. 

Elgin, Joliet, the western out- 
skirts of Chicago and north shore 
and western suburbs were in the 

rath of the storm, which destrovee 
Dace of buildings, uprooted 
trees and demoralized railroad traf- 
fic and telegraph and_ telephone 
communications before dying out on 
the shore of Lake Michigan just 
north of Chicago. 

w@ The fury of the tornado was felt 
chiefly at Elgin and Melrose Park, 
a Chicago suburb. Eight were kill- 
ed and more than one hundred in- 
jured at the former city, thirty-six 
miles west of Chicago, and the 
property joss there was estimated at 
$4,000,000. 

Many Reported Missing. 

At Melrose Park eight were re- 
ported missing. In Chicago proper 
two persons were killed and a score 
injured, while at Dunning, a north- 
western suburb, four deaths were 
reported, more than ai hundred

While northeastern Illinois sus- 
tained the principal damage, the 
tornado, in its freakish career, 
swept several Indiana towns, near 
Fort Wayne, resulting in three 
deaths, caused the death of one man 
and the injury of several persons in 
St: Louis and killed Mrs. Louis 
Brown at East Troy, Wis. 

Reports from some of the country 
districts in Illinois and Indiana 
were meagre and it was feared the 
death toll might be considerably 
augmented when isolated rural 
communities were heard from. Tel- 
ephone, telegraph and péwer wires 
to nearly all of the towns in the 
path of the storm were down, and 
many of the places were in dark-

NEW CABINET 

BEGINS WORK. ’ 

Berlin, March 28.—The new cabi- 
net, which it was expected would 
secure a three-fourths majority at 
tomorrow’s sitting of the national 
assembly, has met with a lukewarm 
reception, even from the coalition 
press, and the eleventh hour elimi- 
nation of Captain Fisher Cuno as 
finance minister, is especially crit- 
icised in quarters which looked for 
great benefits to the country from 
his experience and business ability 
in the resumption of commercial re- 
lations with foreign countries. 

Captain Cuno’s decision is be- 
lieved to have been largely influ- 
enced by the urgent request of the 
Hamburg American Steamship com- 
begging him not to desert 
the -company at the moment when 
the rebuilding of its business was 
at stake. 

The prevailing impression is that 
the federation of labor is the con- 
trolling factor in the present crisis, 
and that Herr Liegen, president of 
that organization, is dangling his 
power over the head of the new 
ministry. 

The news from the Ruhr district 
is still disquieting. There is a re- 
port current here that the govern- 
ment intends to issye an ultimatum 
to the workers’ army, allowing 
three days in which to observe the 
Bielfeld agreement. Failing this, 
drastic measures will be taken. 

Dictatorship Proclaimed. 

A Duisburg report says a strict 
dictatorship has been proclaimed 
here. The revolutionary peoples’ de- 
fense forecs has been re@e@gaced by 
police. The new executiv® @ommittee 
is in the hands of the extremists. 

It has been learned from Amer- 
ican sources, says The 
that a number of financial con- 
cerns which had offerea to provide 
credits to aid in the recovery of 
German trade have withdrawn their 
offers as a result of the recent 
Kapp coup d'etat. 

For the same reason, adds the 
newspaper, the negotiations which 
had been nearly completed for ship- 
ments of large quantities of potash 
to America have been indefintely 
postponed. 

A Munster message dated Satur-

AGAINST GERMANY 


That Is Opinion of For- 
mer Premier Barthou, 
Who Discusses Rejec- 
tion of Treaty by United 
States Senate. 


Paris, March 28.—(By Associated 
for- 


mer premier, who, while interpel- 


ber of deputies Thursday, made an 
attack on Premier Lloyd-George of 
Great Birtain and said: 

“France stands alohe to face 
German revenge” today in an in- 
terview amplified his reference to 
the rejection of the Versailles trea- 
ty by the United States senate. 

“However free the speaker's trib- 
une in the chamber may be,” he 
said, “it involves, above all, in dis- 
cussions of international relations 
a certain amount of discretion, to 
which I had to submit on Thursday. 


I understand the necessity for this, | 


and could not say all I thought of 
the situation created by the sen- 
ate’s refusal to ratify the ‘treaty. 
I admit I was embarrassed by my 
role of prophet, since I was the 
first at the moment of discussion 
of the treaty to take such an even- 
tuality into consideration. It, 
therefore, caused me emotion with- 
out giving me undue surprise. 
France Loses Guarantee. 

“What will be its con8equences? 
It cannot be doubted that the re- 
jection of the pact deprives France 
of one.of her guarantees, which 
formed. part of the very essence of 
the treaty. With the neutralization 
of the left bank of the Rhine, urged 
by. Marshal Foch, whose memoran- 
dum was strongly supported by 
Premier Clemenceau, the roads of 
invasion in France from the east 
would have been closed and the se- 
curity of our country assured. To 
renounce guarantees of such impor- 
tance, which appeared at first to be 
only real ones, equivalent guaran- 
tees of security were absolutely 
necessary: President Wilson had 
promised us them and they were 
given us in the treaty.’ Rejection 
of the treaty leaves us with the 
league pt nations, which is incom- 
plete and which is a symbol, not an 
instrument of action. 

“On the other hand, the guaran- 
teeing pact ratified by Great Brit- 
ain has no practical value, since 
it cannot come into operation un- 
less the United States ratifies*/what 
her official representative has sign- 
ed in her name.” 

M. Barthou was told his address 
on Thursday created a stir, both 
in England and the United States, 
and he replied: 

“You must understand the feel- 
ing aroused in France, to which has 
been entrusted the guardianship of 
liberty without being given means 
of fulfilling such a glorious, but 
formidable, mission. However, we 
feel no bitterness, and we have no 
fear. The past makes us confident 
of the future. It remains with grat- 
itude the admiral effort of the 


American people and we-have cone, 


fidence in her faithful friendship, 
which has not to be.sealed on offi- 
cial parchment to become effective 
should necessity. 

Action of U. 8. Senate. 

“The American senate has acted 
within its constitutional rights and 
we are not frightened by reserva- 
tions proposed there. Politics calls 
for realities and.it is because I face 
realities that I preserve entire con- 
fidence. All the senators who voted 
for the treaty are friends of France 
and France knows what it owes to 
the tenacity of their efforts. On 
the other hand, how many oppo- 
nents of the treaty are there who 
hastened the hour of American in- 
tervention tkTough demanding it 
with eloquent energy? Your in- 
ternal affairs concern yourselves, 
but the United States is an insep- 
arable part of the peace and pros- 
perity of the world. 

“An equilibrium will be estab- 
lished in the end by «which your 
country will play a great, perhaps 
even a leading, role. Between the 
aqmirable democracy of America 
and the democracy of France there 
is no opposition, either in ideas, 
feeling or interests. And tomor- 
row will be as yesterday.”

PROTEST TO BE SENT 


TO PRESIDENT WILSON | 


It Is Asserted That Rec- 

ognition of Soviet Rus- 
sia Would Be Repudia- 
tion of All That Ameri- 
can National Life Has 
Represented. 


New York, Mafch 28.—The WNa- 
tional Civic federation of which 
Judge Alton B. Parker is president, 
having a membership of men and 
women prominent in all forms of 
public and political endeavor, in a 
statement tonight came out strong- 
fy in opposition to recognition of 
soviet Russia. The statement, 
signed by more than three hundred 
persons whose names are national- 
ly Known, will be sent to President 
Wilson. 

It declares that the people of 
the United States “can not consent 
to admit into his family of nations 
or in any other way countenance 
this government of violence and 
terror. There must be no compro- 
mise between American democracy 
and Russian bolshevism.” 

The declaration follows in part: 

“We believe that recognition of 
soviet Russia would be a repudia- 
tion of all that our national } fe 
has represented for a hundred ana 
fifty years and of all the spirituas 
ideals for which modern civiliza- 
tion has striven for two thousand 
years. 

Alleged Soviet Tenets. 

“Aiming to destroy the bulwarks 
of morality and social order, soviet 
tenets have attempted to interdict 
the teaching of religion, disfran- 
chised the clergy, and made mar- 
riage a mere civil contract which 
may be broken by either party. Its 
system and franchise destroy rep- 
resentative government, which, 
since the magna charta, the world 
has come to regard as the first 
essential political factor of the mod- 
ern state. Its program breaks every 
law of economics and in practice 
destroys production. 

“The fundamental principle and 
purpose of the bolshevist propganda 
abroad is world revolution, whether 
that propaganda is carried on by of- 
ficial soviet representatives, by po- 
litical parties which belong to their 
communist international, or by in- 
dependent organizations that sov- 
ietism because of its temporary 
ability to maintain its power. Bol- 
shevism by all of its decrees,. pub- 
lications and acknowledged acts has 
demonstrated that it is a destruc- 
tive movement, depending for its 
succe in Russia upon terrorism 
and a minority dictatorship, and in 
foreign countries upon support and 
sympathy obtained through prop- 
aganda. Zinoviev himself, while 
president of the Petrograd soviet, 
declared that the very existence of 
the soviet regime is a menace to 
all other governments. 

“Where government 8 most 
stable, as in America, every element 
of disloyalty, disorder and discon- 
tent is stimulated by this propa- 
ganda. Where government is un- 
stable, as in Germany, revolutionists 
are subsidized and aided and an 
early. soviety revolution is confi- 
dently reckoned upon. Even if only 
temporarily successful such an over- 
turn which might become an up- 
heaval in all central Europe would 
be/a world calamity. Civilization 
must face and meet this deadly 
challenge. Concessions of any kind 
whatever can only encourage the 
enemy. 

Propaganda Would Be Extended 

“With the recognition of the

New York, March 28.—William G. 
McAdoo has again expressed him- 
self as opposed personally to being 
a candidate in a presidential pri- 
mary and as advocating that dele- 
gates to the next democratic con- 
vention should go uninstructed. He 
made public tonight a telegram to 
George A. Lovejoy, of Portland, Ore., 
which in part said: 

“TIT have your telegram advising 
me that the McAdoo Club of Ore- 
gon has sesured 1,000 signatrues 
to p lace my name before demo- 
cratic electors in the Oregon presi- 
dential primary election to be held 
May 21, and expressing the hope 
that I will grant permission to file 
the petition. 

“I deeply appreciate this generous 
offer of support from my friends in 
Oregon, but I earnestly beg them not 
to enter me as a candidate in this 
primary. I publicly stated in Feb- 
ruary last that I believe the next 
democratic national convention 
should be composed of uninstructed 
delegates, who should be free to ex- 
ercise their - unfettered judgment 
as to platform and candtdate.

TORNADO HITS 
LAGRANGE. 


LaGrange, Ga., March 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)——-To tornado struck this city 
Sunday afternoon between 4 and 5 
o'clock, killing about 45 people and 
injuring perhaps 100 more. A com- 
plete section of the city, known as 
the Hillside Mill district, was de- 
stroyed, the wrecked homes taking 
fire after the storm had pagsed, and 
it is feared that many of those be- 
lieved to be killed were also incin- 
erated in the complete ruin that re- 
sulted. The city water plant was 
also wrecked, as was the electric 
light plant, leaving the city with- 
out drinking water and without 
light, face to face with the problem 
of caring for a large number of 
injured people, who have been 
crowded into every available space 
that could be used as an emergency 
hospital. Even the county court- 
house is crowded with the wounded, 
the city. 

From the last reports it is be- 
lieved that the numebr of dead will 
exceed forty-five, but it is said that 
no. more than 6 of these are white 
people. This number has already 
been found, twith a large number 
of injured. The list of negro dead 
will run very high, it is .said, as 
about twenty have been found and 
it is thought that as many omre 
are in the ruins. 

The section of the city receiv- 
ing the brunt of the wind shock 
was that part known as the Hill- 
side Mills section. It is people 
principally with the workers in one 
of the cotton mills on the outskirts 
of LaGrange. More than 300 homes 
are said to have been destroyed. 
Here the wreckage was severe, 
completely devastating a large dis- 
trict by wind and fire. The busi- 


ness section of the city and the 
residence portion of LaGrange, 
proper, did not suffer to any great 
extent, further than the loss of 
the light and water plants. 

Thel arge plant of Swift & Co., 
located on the outskirts of the city 
was wrecked, but no loss of life 
was. reported in that place. 

Shortly after the storm had pass- 
ed the citizens began organizing 
for relief work, and Eli Callaway, 
a prominent citizen and mill 
owner, called upon ne Red Cross 
authorities in .tlant# to send doc- 
tors, nurses, supplies and engineers 
at once as the resources of the 
city were absolutely inadequate to 
cope with the situation. 


CONDUCTOR DESCRIBES

U.S. WLL BATTLE 
WHEAT PARASITE 


Departmentof Agriculture 
Ready to Combat Hes- 
sian Fly—Stations for 
Study of Pest Established 


Washington, March 2!.—<Anticipat- 
ing the possibility this spring of an- 
other of the numerous destructive 
outbreaks of the Hessian fly in the 
wheat fields of the country, the De- 
partment of Agriculture has made 
ready to combat it. Through ap- 
propriation by Congress, funds for 
the work were increased sufficient- 
ly to provide for the principal needs 
and three stations for the purpose 
of systematic study have been es- 
tablished at Carlisle, Pa., Centralia, 
Ill., and Wichita, Kans. 

Through these stations it is hoped 
more will be learned this year about 
the Hessian fiy than in any year 
since the British General Howe’s 
hired Hessians are supposed to have 
brought the pest to Long Island dur- 
ing the Revolution. Exhaustive in- 


vestigations are under way on para- 
sites of the Hessian fly to determine 
what effect the presence or absence 
of any particular parasite has on 
periofiical visitations of the fly. The 
last great outbreak came five or six 
years ago. 


FRENCH TO BUILD ©

“Tam just from Washington, where 
I have listened ad nauseam to the 
most confused gabfest in the his- 
tory of the world since the Maker 
created it.

Not every thought that we have 
is good and worth expression.

The viewpoint of the unschooled 
is always interesting—because it is 
always personal and original.

The “Open Door’’ in Asia 


“With several European cities, 
which were’ alternately raked by 
the fire of foe and friend, propos- 
ing to preserve their hollow-eyed 
and ghastly ruins as a reminder of 
the shame of 1914 and the glory 
of four years later, we are liable 
to ignore a more significant change 
which is taking place in Asia,” 
Says a bulletin from the National 
Georgraphic society. 

“Roads taking the place of hbar- 
riers; communication instead of ex- 
clusion; picturesque landmarks of 
the past sacrificed to unromantic 
modernity—those are the changes 


that are altering the appearance of | 
the Chinese city and the life of its | 


people, 

“Nineteen years ago, 
Kai demolished the 
Tientsin. Almost immediately 
life of the city changed, 
experiment was not soom 
Then came the revolution and 
many cities where Chinese 
Manchus lived in contiguous walled 
cities, the Tatar portion was razed 
to the ground when the overthrow 
of the Manchu dynasty came. 

“Prominent among, these cities 
where the Manchu or Tatar portion 
was burned was the most beauti- 
ful city of China, Hangchow. Be- 
tween the Chinese city and famous 
W est Lake, about whose beauties 
Chinese poets were going into 
ecstacies of five-footed* verse many 
years before "Homer told of. the 
walls of Troy, there was the Tartar 
city.

AUTOBABYOGRAPHY—13. 
REGULAR MEALS. 
The reason some babies are 


cross and cantankerous is that they |

House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee Will Resume Con- 
sideration Monday.

Washington, March 28. — The 
house ways and means committee 
will undertake to make a final de- 
cision on proposals to compensate 
veterans of the world war at ,ex- 
ecutive sessions beginning Monday, 
after having received about ten 
thousand letters in its favor from 
ex-service men. 

The republicans of the committee, 
along with the majority of the 
house are in a dilemma. They can- 
not grant the ex-soldiers a bonus 
without imposing additional taxa- 
tion upon the country in violation 
of their promises of economy. They 
cannot refuse the ex-soldiers a 
bonus without giving their oppo- 
nents excellent campaign material. 

Rival organizations for ex-sol- 
diers have carried on an active 
propaganda with the view of ob- 
taining from congress that legis- 
lation to which they have pledged 
themselves. When the ways and 


means committee reopened hearings. 


in the early part of this month, it 
had received 8,500 letters. 
Form Letters Sent. 


By far the greater part of these| 


were. “form” letters. The veterans 
of foreign wars, who have thrown 
the full force of their organization 
behind the proposed legislation, jad 
many of their members address this 
letter to members of congress: 

“If the war between the United 
States and Germany had lasted six 
months more it would have cost the 
government billions of dollars in 
money and hundreds of thousands 
of lives. I am urging you to vote 
favorably upon the Johnson bill 
when it has been brought before 
you for adoption, either in com- 
mittee room or upon the floor of 
congress. Can I] depend upon you 
for your favorable consideration?” 

Since the decision of the exe- 
cutive committee of the American 
Legion, reversing the policy adopt- 
ed at the national convention, not 
to actively urge bonus legislation, 
members of that organization have 
also joined in the agitation for some 
form of compensation. 

The four soldier organizations 
appearing before the committee to 
urge substantially the same thing, 
were not united. There was on the 
other hand, frequent indications of 
bitter rivalry among them. Their 
race for membership is to a great 
extent now revolving around the 
coup d’etat with the@ ways and 
means committee, 

For and Against. 

Representative Joseph W. Ford- 
ney, of Michigan, chairman of the 
committee, again expressed him- 
self today strongly in favor of 
some form of compensation and 
predicted that the committee would 
act favorably. Some members of 
the committee, among them being 
Representative John N. Garner, of 
Texas, are openly against a bonus. 

The majority of the embers of 
the committee are waiting the out- 
come of the executive sessions be- 
fore committing themselves on these 
proposals, which now number about 
75. Thev understand that no form 

compensation is possible with- 
additional taxation. Another 
bond issue, treasurwv officials testi- 
fied, would so depreciate the out- 
standing credits of the country as 
to develop a situation which might 
prove disastrous.

Roanoke, Va., March 28.—TIndica- 
tions tonight were that several hun- 
dred machinists, car repairers and 
members of other crafts employed 
by the Norfolk and Western rail- 
road would strike tomorrow in sym- 
pathy with members of the Broth- 
erhood of Railway Clerks, who 
walked out Thursday to enforce a 
demand that two non-union clerks 
be discharged because of an alleged 
insult to a woman clerk.

Property Loss Heavy. 

Property loss running into the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
was caused in Evanston, Wilmette 
and other north shore’ suburbs, 
while Bellwood, Maywood, Edge- 
prook and other villages west of 
Chicago were damaged. No fatali- 
ties were reported from the latter 
places, but many were injured by 
flying glass and timbers and broken 
trees. 

The tornado struck Elgin at noon, 
coming from the southwest, and 
swept northeast. In the, Chicago 
territory the tornado first passed 
through the village of Bellwood, 
and sweeping from there through 
Maywood and Melrose Park, left a 
path of destruction 200 yards wide 
and a mile and a half long. 

In ten minutes one hundred and 
seventy-five houses in the quarter 
were leveled and four hundred were 
damaged. 

The wind tore into the business 
quarter of Melrose Park, ripping 
roofs from buildings, shattering 
windows and piling the streets with 
debris. 

The Church of the Sacred Heart 
was severely damaged, the church 
bell, weighing nearly a ton, being 
deposited 100 feet away. 

The roof of the parish house ad- 
joining was carried away and three 
nuns were injured. Fire for a time 
threatened to add to the havoc, but 
the flames were confined to the 
wreckage. 

200 Houses Destroyed. 

The state hospital at Dunning, on 
the edge of Chicago, was converted 
into an emergency hospital and 
place of refuge for the homeless, 
More than 200 houses were de- 
gstroyed at Dunning. 

Calls for medical assistance from 
the suburbs poured into Chicago. 
Emergency Red Cross stations were 
established in several of the vil- 
lages, and physicians and nurses 
from the municipal sanitarium were 
hurried to the stricken townsy 

Chief of Police Garrity supervised 
the work of the police in giving aid 
to the injured and in restoring nor- 
mal conditions in the stricken area. 

At Wilmette property damage was 
estimated at close to a half million. 
Among the buildings damaged were 
the town hall and the Episcopal 
church. A score of houses in Ev- 
anston were demolished, but no fa- 
talities were reported. 

At Elgin and Wilmette companies 
of the Illinois national guard were 
called out to protect the storm- 
swept quarters from looting, and 
at Melrose Park ®& force of 125 
members of the American legion 
was organized to patrol the streets. 

The Citizens’ State bank, the first 
building at Melrose Park to be dam- 
aged by the tornado, was under 
guard tonight, and the mayor ask- 
ed that state militia be sent to pro- 
tect the building. A relief society 
in Melrose Park tonight obtained 
$5,000 to provide fooa ana clothing 
for the storm victims. 


Jany Houses Damaged. 

Several houses in Melrose Park, 
damaged by the tornado, were de- 
stroyed by fire tonight when gas 
from broken mains ignited. The 
town’s water supply had been cut 
off and water had to be pumped 
from wells. 

The Evanston golf course was 
strewn with clothing and. portable 
garages from Wilmette, and trees 
in Winnetka, which escaped the 
storm, were filled with Wilmette 
lingerie. A trunk traveled from the 
garret of one house and lodged in 
the window of another a hundred 
feet away. - | 

George Mix, a watchman at a rail- 
road crossing in Wilmette, was 8¢€-~ 
verely injured when the storm lift- 
ed his shanty and relied it for more 
than three blocks, carrying him in- 
side.

A-B-C of Finance 
Safe and. Unsafe Investments 


BY CAMPBELL M. KRENSON, 


(Atlanta Correspondent, Guaranty Trust Company of New York.) 


The man or woman who has 
money to invest naturally considers, 
and should consider, safely of prin- 
cipal and income as the primary 
qualification of the security or se- 
curities chosen. One of the chief 
problems, that investment bankers 
have to meet is that of educating 
investors as to what constitutes safe 
invesments. 

Economi®@ stresses and strains are 
of local, national, and _  interna- 
tional character, affecting some- 
times a particular business, some- 
times all businesses. A safe se- 
curity is one, which, by virtue of 
its so-called “margin of safety,” 
will successfully meet economic 


kinds. 

In the case of securities of Amer- 
ican governmental units—the fed- 
eral government, and the 


are in, effect promises to pay by 
all the inhabitants of the unit con- 
cerned. Here the principal ele- 
ments to which we look for safety 
are the past records of prompt pay- 
ments, as evidence of the willing- 
ness and ability of taxpayers to tax 
themselves sufficiently to meet their 
debts, the limiting of the debt to 
a sum within constitutional or legis- 
lative restrictions, if there be such, 
and the soundness of the purpose for 
which the bonds or: corporate stock 
may be issued. In the case of the 
federal and state governments, we 
have sovereign bodies that could not 
be compelled in court to: pay debts, 
but whose self-interest would for- 
bid repudiation. Legally issued ob- 
ligations of any of the political sub- 
divisions of the United States are 
of practically unquestioned safety, 
and, of course, no one could ques- 
tion the absolute safety of United

States government bonds. 
Credit of Nation. 

Obligations of foreign govern- 
ments must be considered with 
more discrimination. The choicest 
foreign 
the external debts of nations: 
other words, debts owed to 
than the citizens of borrowing coun- 
tries. While it is conceivable that 
an occasion might arise when a gov- 
ernment would be unable to meet all 
its obligations, its citizens would 
be expected to accept delay in pay- 
ment, or reduction through sealing 
of the internal debt; for the govern- 
ment would make every effort to 
maintain its credit with the outside 
world. The credit of the nation 
is perhaps the primary controlling 
factor in determining the worth of 
the securities of political sub-di- 
visions, though it must be borne 
in mind that in general the latter 
are much more likely to be held 
exclusively bv domestic investors 
than by foreigners. 

When we leave the field of gov- 
ernment securities and consider 
those of corporations, whether rail- 
road, industrial, or public utility, 
we must place ultimate emphasis 
above alt..on the question of earn- 
ings. We deal here not with sor- 
ereign bodies, whose good faith is 
the chief security, but of organiza- 
tions whose promise to pay legal 
febts can be enforced through the 
courts.

This. does not tell the whole story. 
In the first place, what enables a 
corporation to make profits, or what 
prevents profits from being made? 
The factors may be almost entirely 
internal or may be both internal and 
external. In the case of an indus- 
trial corporation, the former is 
more likely to be the situation; that 
is, to say, sufficiency or insuffi- 
ciency of eafnings is likely to de- 
pend in very large measure on good 
management in buying, production, 
and sélling, and on conservative fi- 
nancial policies. In the case of rail- 
roads and public utilities, legistative 
regulations, through commissionga or 
otherwise, may seriously affect 
‘earning power. 

In the second place, there must be 
earnings or profits sufficient to 
meet safely all requirements for in- 
terest and dividends, and also such 
other requirements as those of sink- 
ing funds. There is involved here 
the question of equities of the va- 
rious classes of security holders,, 
“senior’ and “junior.” Senior se- 
curities are those whose claims to 
or equities in the property and in- 
come of a corporation are senior or 
prior to those of junior securities— 
in other words, have preferred en- 
Torceability. Rights of holders of 
the so-called “junior” securities— 
stocks, notes, debenture bonds—are 
subject to those of holders of senior 
securities, or mortgage bonds. Un- 
til the obligations to the latter are 
taken care of, the former must wait 
for distribution of earnings. If, 
therefore, there is a large volume 
of junior securities, there may be 
only a small margin of safety in re- 
quirements for all securities, while 
there is apparently a large margin 
of safety for the seniof securities. 
' It is important for all classes of 
securities that the margin of safety 
upon all requireménts be comfort- 
| ably large. All bondholders have 
recourse to the courts to enforce, 
through receivership proceedings, 
the payment of interest or princ)- 
pal when due. It should be noted, 
however, in that connection, that 
it has sOmetimes happened that re- 
ceivers have been ardered by the 
court to continue payment of in- 
terest on senibor securities when 
earnings were sufficient for this 
purpose, but insufficient to pay in- 
terest on juinior securities. 

Long Term Results. 


Investors ought always to con- 
sider long term results... It is only 
thus that the margin of safety can 
be justly estimated and appralsea. 
There are plenty of “fair-weather”’ 
securities: The really safe security 
is the one that can “weather” good 
and bad periods, that can withstand 
stresses and Strains, “loads” of un- 
usual nature. In a time of pros- 
peritv almost anyone can make 
money. Given good business and 
financial management, which keeps 
debts down to a minimum consist- 
ent With progress, shows business 
initiative and builds up good will, 
in a business essentially stable and 
not speculative, functioning success- 
fully over a period “of years, and 
we have at least the fundamentals 
of safety of investment as far as 
securities of private corporations 
are concerned. Investors should bear 
all these things in mind in consid- 
ering investments.

| Warsaw, March 28.—The Polish 
~ Tine is holding all along the front 
, in Podolia, where the bolsheviki 
; have been centering the attacks of 
. their big offensive in an effort to 
take the important fortified city 
of Kamenetz-Podolsk, according to 
the Polish headquarters com- 
munique issued today. The enemy 
has been using gas shells, artillery, 
“armored trains, armored river boats, 
airplanes and cavalry in his attacks 
on yarious parts of the front, but 
‘he has made no headway, either in 
Podolia or elsewhere, according to 
the statement, although the figft- 
-ing has been furious. 

The Polish government is at 
work with the terms for peace 
‘which are to be presented to the 
Russian soviet government. The 
terms will be finished before the 
departure of the Polish delegates 
for Borysov, where the Poles have 
proposed that the meeting with the 
Russians shal] take place April 190 
- or later. 

It is understood General Soson- 
-kowsky, assistant minister of war, 
‘will be among the Polish delegates, 
and also another high army officer, 
whose name has not been an- 
nounced. 

Poland’s note, sent by wireless to 
the Russian bolsheviki government, 
Proposing April 10 for a meeting 
between Polish and _ soviet dele- 
gates, with a view to negotiating 
peace, makes no mention of peace 
‘terms, dealing solely with the place 
and the date of the proposed meet- 
ine. 

place suggested for the 
peace discussion is the town of 
Borysov (50 miles northeast of 
Minsk). 

The newspaper Kurjer Poranny, 
which is considered semi-official, 
says the Polish delegates will be 
eight in number, representing the 
diet, the government and the army, 
four of them to be members of the 
diet. The ministers plenipotentiary, 
it adds, will be Stanislas Patek, 
minister of foreign affairs, and M. 
Wavilewski.
